There are about 55 kinds of 
cockroaches in tile U n i t e d 
States, blit only five kinds are 
troublesom e in the home, says 
William Lyon, Extension Ento­ 
mologist, The Ohio State Univer­ 
sity. These five species are the

Australian, 
Brown- 
banded. G erm an and Oriental 
cockroaches. 
Roaches may enter your house 
on firewood, in infested contain­ 
ers, through cracks or by w ater 
pipes, in laundry baskets, bags, 
or boxes of food. To keep diem 
out. 
fill 
all 
cracks 
passing 
through 
floors 
or 
walls 
and 
cracks leading to spaces behind 
baseboard* 
and 
door 
fram es 
with putty or plastic Mood and 
check all containers ti r o u g h t 
into the home. 
T reat baseboards, cracks aud 
places where roaches hide. They 
may hide 
around 
the kitchen 
sink and drainboard, around or 
underneath cupboards and cab­ 
inets or inside them , inside the 
motor com partm ent of m echani­ 
cal refrigerators, behind loose 
baseboards or molding strips, on 
the 
underside 
of 
tables 
aud 
chairs, hi radio and television 
cabinets, and numerous oilier 
places. 
Do not tre a t surfaces used for 
the preparation of food or stor­ 
age spaces that contain food. 
When treating cupboards and 
pantries, take everything from 
shelves and remove draw ers so 
that food and utensils will not 
become contam inated. 
Insecticides recom m ended for 
controlling roaches are as fol­ 
lows: 
Chlordane — two per cent oil 
solution or w ater emulsion, or 
five per cent dust. Chlordane is 
highly 
effective 
against 
all 
cockroaches except those th at 
have developed resistance to in­ 
secticides. 
Diazinon, dieldrin, or lindane 
— 0.5 per cent oil solution or 
w ater emulsion or I per cent 
dust. 
DDT — five per cent oil solu­ 
tion or w ater emulsion or IO per 
cent dust. Effective against all 
coachroaches except those that 
have developed resistance to in­ 
secticides. 
M alathion — two per cent oil 
solution or w ater emulsion or 
four or five per cent dust. 
Pyrethrum — liquid or dust. 
May require m ore thorough aud 
m ore frequent application than 
chlordane, dieldrin, or DDT. 
Ronnel — two per cent oil so­ 
lution or w ater emulsion. 
Sodium Fluoride — 50 per cent 
dust. 
DDT • Pyrethrum 
Aerosol — 
thorough and repeated tre a t­ 
m ents necessary. 
These 
insecticides 
kill 
the 
cockroaches present, and all ex­ 
cept those applied by aerosol 
leave a residue on the treated 
surface. The residue does not 
keep roaches out, but those that 
come in contact with it are 
killed. A single treatm ent in the 
right places gives protection for 
several weeks. 
Roaches develop resistance to 
chlordane, dieldrin, lindane and 
DDT. R esistance is especially 
w idespread in tile G e r m a n 
cockroach. Diazinon, ronnel, and 
m alathion will control roaches 
which have built up resistance to 
other insecticides. Apply diazin­ 
on in spot treatm en ts only over 
the infested places as a 0.5 per 
cent em ulsion or oil 
solution 
spray. M alathion or ronnel m ay 
be used at two per cent strength 
in sim ilar form ulations.

Since the idea is to 
skip ironing after laundering, 
every little detail must come out 
of the w asher and dryer as 
smooth as the garm ent itself.

For Indoor 
Rotted Plants

Are you having trouble with

Chances are they may be suf­ 
fering from 6ver-attention. This 
usually takes the form of over- 
watering since the am ount

w ater is one of the few things a 
person can vary in caring for 
plants. 
The following tips are easy to 
follow suggestions that can help 
anyone in growing potted plants ; some loss of durability, but the

W ater your house plants with 
a dilute fertilizer solution. Make 
this solution by mixing in one 
gallon of w ater I i i teaspoons of 
soluable fertilizer, analysis 20-20- j 
20, or one tablespoon of liquid : 
fertilizer, analysis 8-12-4. 
Avoid over-watering. No other 
general rule applies to tile w a­ 
tering of house plants. 
Some * 
plants do best if tile soil is kept 
moist; others do best if tile soil 
is allowed to dry m oderately be­ 
tween w aterings. 
For best results, use sub-irri­ 
gation or double potting (potted 
plant set in another pot with peat 
moss in between tile two pots ). 
Over-watering is less likely with 
these methods than it is with 
watering from the top. 
When w atering with fertilizer 
solution, the fertilizer tends to 
accum ulate on the soil surface 
and the pot rim . Every two to 
three months, replace the white- 
crusted upper layer of soil and 
w ater the top of the pot with tap 
w ater to leach away the unused 
fertilizer. D iscard the w ater that 
drains out the bottom of the pot. 
If plants are potted in contain­ 
ers th at do not have drainage 
holes, w ater them from the top. 
*f the containers have drainage 
holes and are neither sub-irrigat­ 
ed or double potted, w ater them 
from the top or im m erse the pot 
in w ater to wet the soil. 
When w atering from the top, 
be careful not to wash soil away 
from tile crown of the plant. Do 
not get w ater into the crown; j 
w ater iii the crown may cause I 
the plant to decay. 
To w ater by im m ersion, set I 
the pot in a container of water, i 
Do not let w ater flow over the 
edge of the pot. As soon as the 
soil appears saturated — in 15 
to 20 m inutes — rem ove the pot 
from tile w ater and let the ex­ 
cess w ater drain away. Do not 
allow the pots to rem ain in the 
w ater after the soil is saturated. I

LONDON (AP) — Members of 
the House of Commons are de­ 
bating today a radical reshap­ 
ing of Britain's divorce laws. 
Thousands 
of 
wives 
resent 
and 
fear 
some 
proposed 
changes as an attempt to create 
“ a Casanova's charter.” But the 
climate of opinion in Parliament 
favors 
legislation 
that 
would 
openly permit divorce by con­ 
sent—and even allow divorce by 
compulsion. 
Backers contend the divorce 
reform 
bill 
would 
promote 
truthfulness and honesty, giving 
many 
estranged 
couples 
the 
right 
to 
part without giving 
false evidence. 
The heart of tile bill is a pro­ 
posal that divorce may only be 
granted 
on grounds 
“that a 
marriage has irretrievably bro­ 
ken down.” 
Single 
matrimonial 
offenses 
—such as an impetuous adul­ 
tery, later regretted—would no 
longer be unassailable grounds 
for ending a marriage. 
Most 
controversy 
sw-irls 
around two proposed grounds 
for divorce— 
1. If the husband and wife 
have lived apart two years, and 
neither objects to a decree. 
2. Lf tile husband and wife 


have lived apart continuously 
five years, even if one of them 
objects to ending the marriage. 
The latter clause has particu­ 
larly outraged many of the bill’s 
critics. They foresee many mid­ 
dle-aged wives as compulsorily 
divorced and 
left 
w i t h o u t 
enough money. 
‘‘It’s just a license for men to 
throw you out on the scrap 
heap,” one wife wrote her mem­ 
ber of Parliament. 
Baroness Summerskill, physi­ 
cian and champion of women’s 
lights, argues that men stand to 
benefit most from the bill. 
“ If a change is to be made in 
the law. it is absolutely funda­ 
mental that adequate provision 
should be made for the first 
wife, who has served her family 
well over the years and th e n - 
through no fault of her own—is 
compulsorily divorced in favor 
of a younger woman,” she says. 
“The only financial security 
most married women have is 
their state pension and the pen­ 
sion attached to their husbands’ 
work. 
“ If she can be compulsorily 
divorced, these other pensions 
will automatically go to tile sec­ 
ond wife.” 
Lady 
Summerskill, 
66 
and 
married 30 years, was a Labor­ 
ite member of the House of 
Commons for 23 years. She has 


no fa itll in a section of the bill 
saying a man must be able to 
maintain two households before 
he gets a compulsory divorce. 
“Suppose a man assures the 
court he has enough money to 
keep two families equally well,” 
sh* observes. “The judge gives 
him a divorce. But what redress 
will the first wife have wiien he 
later admits that bis financial 
calculations were wrong? 
“ Few men can afford to sup­ 
port two wives. That’s why I 
have called this bill a Casano­ 
va’s charter.” 
Sponsors of the bill insist that 
the courts can make sure that a 
deserted wife does not have a 
lower standard of living than 
her husband. 
Primarily 
their 
aim 
is 
to 
make marriage possible for con* 
pies now living outside wedlock 
and bringing up children rn an 
atmosphere of guilt, It should 
not be possible, the sponsors 
say, for a wife to go on refusing 
to divorce a husband out of mal­ 
ice or envy. 
Another 
section 
offers 
a 
chance 
for 
marriages 
to be 
patched up even if the husband 
or wile has been caught in adul­ 
tery. They would be given six 
months to try for a reconcili­ 
ation 
while 
living 
together— 
without prejudicing the injured 
party's right to a divorce later.

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
George C. Wallace, the former 
Alabama governor seeking tile 
presidency as a third-party can­ 
didate, has long insisted his po­ 
litical support stems from a 
backlash against 
big govern­ 
ment, rather than a white back­ 
lash against civil rights. 
“ There isn t any white back­ 
lash Uiat I know about,” he said 
rn an interview last year. 
“There is a strong backlash 
among the voters all across the 
country but it isn’t against any­ 
one because of race,” he said. 
“It is against the idea of a big 
federal government trying to 
solve problems that should be 
solved on the local level.” 
But though the segregationist 
slogans and appeals for 
defi­ 
ance 
of 
federal 
courts 
that 
made Wallace a symbol in the 
Deep South have largely disap­ 
peared from his public state­ 
ments, the racial issue is never 
far away. 
Wallace’s statement Thursday 
in which he formally announced 
his 
candidacy contained only 
one brief allusion to race—a 
comment 
that 
“The 
typical 
American of all races is tired of 
riots.” But the subject dominat­ 
ed reporters’ questions. 
Asked whether be still be­ 
lieved in school segregation, he 
said, “ Public education is a 
problem for determination by 
the states.”

Although “ we have supported 
in the past a separated school 
system” in Alabama, “ we have 
an integrated school system in 
our state. 
“ We have had more mingling 
of the races in Alabama” than 
in any Northern city, he said, 
adding: “ People of all races are 
wanted and needed in Alabama. 
“Our state has obeyed the 
laws,” he went on. “ We don’t 
advocate disobedience.” 
But in March 1962, waging his 
successful 
primary 
campaign 
for the governorship, Wallace 
pledged to defy federal court de­ 
segregation orders. He recalled 
that as a state judge he had re­ 
fused to permit voting records 
to be handed over to tile U.S. 
Civil Rights Commission. 
“I plead guilty to refusing to 
obey this federal court order 
that this federal judge had is­ 
sued,” he said at the time. 
Five years later, in a farewell 
speech to the legislature before 
turning tile governorship over to 
his 
wife, 
Lurleen, 
Wallace 
sounded a similar note. 
“ We should never stop fight­ 
ing judicial tyranny,” he said, 
“ until it is rid of judges and bu­ 
reaucrats who believe that their 
individual ‘notions’ are superior 
to the law written in the Consti­ 
tution which they swore to up­ 
hold and defend.” 
Wallace was asked Thursday 


what he 
would do about 
de­ 
segregation and 
civil rights if 
elected president. He 
said he 
would appoint different kinds of 
judges and ask Congress to re­ 
peal civil rights laws. 
But first, he went on, “ I would 
stop 
bureaus 
from 
writing

One hundred men between 
the ages of 20 and 50 with de­ 
finite heart conditions were in­ 
tensively studied iii an effort to 
reduce future heart attacks and 
incapacitation.

present trends continue, some 
190.000 Americans will file p e r 
sonal bankruptcy petitions this 
year, about 18 times the number 
of just 20 years ago. About $1.5 
billion in bills will be written 
off. 
This estimate, which comes 
from Linn Twinem, chairman of 
the Consumer Bankruptcy Com­ 
mittee of the American Bar As­ 
sociation. reflects the abuse of 
credit not only by recipients but 
very often by the grantor as 
well. 
So disturbing has the trend 
become — bankruptcies 
are 
growing at a rate faster than 
the population or the use of 
credit— that tile Bar Associa­ 
tion and others arc now trying 
to 
have 
the 
Bankruptcy Act 
amended. 
The association has endorsed 
a House bill that would give ref­ 
erees in bankruptcy discretion­ 
ary authority to deny petitions 
in eases where it is felt a wage 
earner can pay his debts out of 
future earnings. 
As matters stand now, indi­ 
viduals file for bankruptcy 
not 
only because they cannot pay 
their bills but because bankrupt­ 
cy is so easy. The stigma that 
existed 15 years ago seemingly 
has diminished with the growth 
of credit and tile mobility of in­ 
dividuals. 
The factors that drive a per­ 
son toward bankruptcy, howev- 
cr, have not lessened. They may 
have become worse, in fact. 
Overloading 
of 
an 
individual 
with credit, often at difficult re­ 
payment terms, is a widespread 
abuse. Threats to garnishee sal­ 
aries or to repossess furnishings 
often is the activator. 
Especially disturbing to Twi- 
nem is Uiat many bankruptcies 
may be unnecessary. 
“ Studies conducted by univer­ 
sities 
have 
determined 
that 
from 25 per cent to 45 per cent 
of the people that filed petitions 
could have paid tiher debts out 
of future earnings,” he says, “ if 
they had been properly advised 
and so disposed.” 
This 
places 
much 
of 
the 
blame on legal advisers 
them 
selves, some of whom are unfa­ 
miliar 
with 
alternatives 
to 
straight 
bankruptcy, 
and 
on 
businessmen, who generally are 
felt to have a responsibility to 
educate their customers. 
In Twinem’s view, many peo­ 
ple overloaded with bills would 
be better off seeking relief in 
Chapter 13 of the Bankruptcy 
Act. Tliis enables a person to 
avoid 
bankruptcy 
by 
paying 
debts out of earnings over a 
three-year period. 
However, it imposes a thrce- 
ycar supervisory obligation on 
tile court’s bankruptcy referee, 
whereas if he advises tile peti­ 
tioner to file for straight bank­ 
ruptcy the matter is bandied 
completely in a few weeks. 
Merchants 
naturally 
like 
Chapter 
13 because 
they get 
some of their money back. But 
why should an Individual want 
to pay his bills when he can be 


released from them? Obviously 
for personal reasons, of course, 
Twinem offers a few more 
reasons for using Chapter 13: an 
individual 
obtains 
protection 
from creditors and assistance in 


prorating bills, he cannot lose 
equity in property whereas he 
might in straight bankruptcy, 
lie can be released from burden­ 
some contracts, he retains a 
much better credit record.
